The  differences  of  the  North  and 
South  in  regard  to  religious,1  matters. 

1 am  an  Iowan  by  birth,  a iventuckian 
by  education,  and  si  Mississippisjn  by  adop- 
tion. 1 have  had  several  years { of  ixper- 
ience  in  the  pastorate;  a part  of-  this  time 
having  been  spent  in  South  Dakota,  a 
part  in  Iowa,  and' a part  in  Kentucky, 
lhis  has  given  me  opportunity  to  observe 
people  in  many  directions.  I was  espec- 
ially interested  in  the  religious  tjide  of  the 
people  whom  it  was  my.  lot  Ito’  be  cast 
with. 

\Ve  find  in  the  Northern  States  little  or 
no  denominational  cotatrovef-sy.  While 
the  Northern  people  are  firm  in  their  relig- 
ions and  denominational  convictions,  they 
very  seldom  have  any  denominational 
controversies.  We  hardly  ever  hear  of  a 
debate  between  ministers  of;  different 
churches.  ,What  a contrast  this  is  to  Ken- 
tucky with  its  many  religions  deflates, 
and  its  denominational  bickerings.  Firm- 
ness in  the  belief  of  the  do. trines  of  our 
church  is  » xctllent,  but  religioui  bitterness 
and  intclerance  becomes  productive  of 
ranch  evil.  The  writer  has  nevef  heard  of 
one  soul  being  saved  by  religious  debates 
or  controversies  On  the  bthek"  hand  he 
has  heard  and  known  of  many  who  have 
become  discouraged  and  dishjirtened  by 
such,  and  many  have  been  deterred  from 
becoming  Christains  by  it. 

God  seldom  has  used  nanfow-minded 
men  as  leaders  in  the  great  religious  move- 
ments of  the  ages.  The  great  jmovements 
under  the  Wesleys,  Whitefieldj  Jonathan 
Edwards,  Finney,  Moody,  Snni  lones  and 
others,  were  not  for  controversy,  but  for 
j,the  salvation  of  souls  and  the  building  up 
'of  the  kingdom. 

Onetown,  Smithland,  Ky.^  where  the 
writer  was  pastor,  religious  {intolerance 
had  become  so  prominent  that!  it  crushed 
the  spiritual  life  out  of  the  churches.  The 
two  pastors  of  that  town  w-re  compelled 
by  force  of  circumstances  to  combat  that 
sort  of  thing,  and  in  less  tha^i  a year’s 
time  much  of  that  influence  half  been  over- 
come.

I object  to  the  phrase,  "Baptist  Church 
and  Sunday  school;”  for  the  Sunday-school 
is  a part  of  the  church— a department  of 
the  church  work.  We  should  leave  out  the 
“and;"  lor  it  is  not  a separate  institution, 
nor  “the  church  at  work,”  unless  the  mem- 
bership of  the  church  take  part  therein. 

The  object  of  the  Sunday-school  is  the 
study  of  the  Bible — especially  the  New 
Testament — The  Word.  It  is  the  duty  of 
every  Christian  to  attend,  if  possible;  the 
elder  for  preparation  to  teach,  the  younger 
to  learn.  All  are  called  to  service — to  fol- 
low Christ  in  all  his  commandments. 

There  is  no  more  inviting  field  for  the 
pastor— the  most  far-reaching  in  its  results. 
It  is  seed  time  and  its  cultivation  yields 
the  most  abundant  harvest.  Every  Chris- 
tian  has  a gift,  and  there  is  a place  in  the 
Sunday-school  for  its  exercise.  Further,  it 
is  work  for  the  Lord’s  Day. 

Nothing  is  more  apparent  than  the  dis-. 
position  of  the  world  to  steal  God’s  Day, 
and  members  of  churches  borrow  it  wil- 
fully. We  seem  not  to  realize  that  sinners 
are  lost — not  going  to  b<  —and  need  to  be 
shown  the  way  to  lie  saved,  by  word  and 
example. 

Again,  we  too  olten  fail  to  irfvoke  the 
guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  do  not  rec- 
ognize His  presence.  Hence  we  neglect 
true  prayer  and  depend  upon  scholars  and 
the  powers  of  men.  Then  on  those  who 
are  “teaching  for  doctrines  the  command- 
ments of  men.” 

In  this  day  and  generation,  pastors 
draw  most  of  their  congregations  from 
Sunday-school  students,  particularly  in 
large  towns  and  cities.  Those  who  ac- 
cept this  fact  seize  the  opportunity  of  in- 
structing in  righteousness  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment. 

A church  that  has  no  Sunday-school,  evi- 
dently has  a majority  of  “Missionary  Bap- 
tists” in  its  membership.  These  fail  to 
comprehend  their  obligation  for  service.

Baptist  are  peculiar 
in  one  respect;  differing  from  all  other  de- 
nominations.

From  the  L^wer  Pearl  Mission, 

f I have  thought  for  sometjme  that  I 
would  say  something  through.  The  Bap- 
tisT  concerning  this  mission  field  and  my 
ifrcrk.  One’s  silence  is  often  t*ken  as  an 
indication  that  "nothing  is  dojng”  in  his 
cforner,  and  sometimes  it,s  true. 

In  order  that  small  success  on  this  fiel(f 
may  be  appreciated  one  must  understand 
the  difficulties  under  which  the  missionary 
labors.  There  are  four  little  caurches,  two 
pf  which  have  no  house  of  worship.  About 
sixty  constitute  the  entire  metjibership  of 
the  four  churches.  The  churches  arc  poor 
ih  this  world’s  goods  and  undeveloped  in 
the  graces  of  Christian  activity  They  are 
rtearly  all  employees  ot  wejl  to-do  em- 
ployers, who  are 'Methodists,  iwi«h  their 
lprge  and  well  equipped  churchfs,  Sunday- 
schools,  etc.  The  big  mills  at  J’earlington 
closed  down  in  November,  leaving  numbers 
without  work;  thus  making  t*ie  financial 
side  against  us.  Then,  too,  we  have  liecn 
much  hindered  by  unfavorable  weather 
and  and  high  water — only  two  sunny 
Sabbaths  since  the  dawn  ot  19p5. 

All  this,  and  more,  have  made  our  peo- 
ple pessimistic;  and  your  humble  servant 
has  been  greatly  handicaped.  j Having  no 
Conveyance  I rolled  up  my  trousers  and 
•jhit  the  grit"— visiting  front  house  to 
house,  talking  and  praying  with  the  peo- 
ple— thus  demonstrating  the  fajsity  of  Dr. 
Osier’s  claims  that  a man  is  l*ttle  worth 
after  forty,  and  utterly  useless  after  sixty. 

Notwithstanding  all  these  obstacles  I 
have  preached  every  Sunday  this  year  ex- 
cept today — We  are  absolotely  ; rained  out. 
We  received  one  for  baptism  lrtst  Sunday, 
and  we  would  have  had  several  accessions 
today  if  we  could  have  met  together. 

Logtown  is  the  strategic  pofint  on  this 
field  and  here  I live  in  my  hired  house. 
We  must  have  a meeting  house  here,  and 
1 have  a plan  fully  developed  for  a neat 
little  house — with  baptistery,  two  rooms, 
inclined  floor,  and  tower  entrance  on  cor- 
ner— to  cost  between  $1  000  and  $1,200. 
I have  built  eleven  church  houpes  in  Mis- 
sissippi and  Louisiana,  raijging  from 
$700  00  to  $3,000.  and  have!  almost  al- 
ways raised  the*  money  on  tHe  field;  but 
in  this  instance  I shall  have  to  have  help 
beyond  my  immediate  field.  Ybuwill  hear 
from  me  again  beloved,  before  njany  moons. 
The  Methodist  people  here  ar*  very  kind 
and  helpful  to  me,  and  I appreciate  it  be- 
yond measure.  The  Baptists  fire  waking 
iip  and  I feel  like  singing:  “The  Morning 
l,ight  Is  Breaking.”  We  shall  make  our 
Contribution  to  State  Missions  in  April. 
May  God  bless  all  enterprises  launched 
for  His  glory,  and  all  those  tihat  launch 
them.

The  duty  to  which  we  refer  is  that  of  .( 
dealing  with  disorderly  church  members.  ^ 
If  we  will  recall  the  discussion  of  the  sub- 
ject  in  The  Baptist  which  occured  some- 
time  ago,  we  will  be  very  forcibly  reminded 
that  “withdrawing  fellowship”  from  dis- 
orderly  members  is  “unpopular,”  even 
with  preachers.  A young  man  said  to  the 
writer  not  long  ago,  “I  never  saw  a mem-  . 
ber  excluded  from  the  church.”  Is  it  be- 
cause  we  have  grown  to  be  more  nearly 
perfect  as  churches?  Let  the  thinking  man  ( 
open  his  eyes,  take  an  inside  look  at  ^ 
church  life,  and  then  answer.  The  writer  ^ 
was  called  to  the  pastorate  of  a church 
last  fall,  and  conditioned  his  acceptance  on 
the  church’s  dealing  with  a number  of  its 
disorderly  members.  As  a result,  four 
have  been  excluded,  five  have  publicly  ac- 
knowledged their  sins,  one  being  a deacon, 
and,  as  the  brethren  sometimes  say  when 
they  want  to  make  a big  show  of  some 
meeting  they  have  held,  there  are  “more 
to  follow.”  The  old  ship  is  moving  better 
since  the  has  moved  some  of  the  “clogs 
from  the  wheels.  Is  this  church  an  ex- 
ception? Brother,  examine  your  own 
church  and  see.  In  2 Thes.  3:6,  wc  have 
these  words:  “Now  we  command  you, 
brethren,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  that  ye  withdraw  yourselves  from 
every  brother  that  walketh  disorderly, 
and  not  after  the  tradition  which  he  re- 
ceived of  us.”  According  to  this  scripture, 
we  have  ju9t  as  much  authority  to  with- 
draw from  disorderly  members  we  as  ha\e 
to  baptize  believers,  for  both  commands  are 
from  God.  Why  is  it  not  done?  Our  fore- 
fathers looked  on  dealing  with  disorderly 
members  as  a part  of  our  Lord  s business  _ 
and  they  attended  to  it  too  Now,  brother 
preacher,  be  honest.  Are  you  not  afraid, 
it  you  take  a stand  against  that  1 cusser, 
adulterer,  dram  drinker,  or  gambler  who 
gambles  on  cotton  “craps,"  that  you  will 
lose  a little  “puff,”  financial  support,  and 
possibly  will  have  to  seek  a new  field? 
And  you,  brother  layman,  are  afraid  you 
will  “hurt  some  body’s  feelings”  it  you  re- 
peat such  scandalous  conduct.  Yes,  and 
the  Lord  might  have  let  the  money 
changers  alone  in  God  s temple  on  the 
very  same  grounds.  God  pity  the  preacher 
or  layman  whose  duty  to  God  and  his 
church  dees  not  lift  him  above  and  clear, 
out  ot  sight  of  the  highest  pinnacle  of  self- 
interest.  It  is  said  that  Christ  pleased  not 
himself,  and  he  who  would  follow  Christ 
must  learn  the  same  lesson.  Withdraw 
from  the  disorderly  and  he  will  do  one  of 
three  things.  If  he  is  a she  p he  will  bleat 
around  the  pen  and  come  back,  if  he  is  a 
hog  he  will  try  to  “root  up’;  the  pen  if  he 
is  a goat  he  will  raise  his  tail  and  take  to 
the  woods.  Every  church  should  seek  to 
act  in  a Christ-like  spirit  in  dealing  with 
members,  and  should  treat  *heni  brotherly 
aftet  they  are  “excluded.”  In  2 Thes  3:15, 
Paul  say9,  “Count  him  not  as  an  enemy, 
but  admonish  him  as  a brother.  The 
Lord  save  our  churches  trom  the  awful 
tendency  to  worldliness  into  which  they 
are  d lilting.

A whole  week  might  profita- 
ble be  spent  in  seeing  Mexico  be- 
cause of  its  historical  interest,  I 
leaving  out  of  consideration  its 
many  modern  improvements.  ] 
In  one  or  twodays,  youcoalddo  ] 
little  more  than  make  a hasty 
visit  to  the  great  cathedral  (the 
third  largest  building  in  the 
world)  the  church  of  Guardal- 
upe,  the  museums,  Chapultepec 
with  its  mammoth  trees,  and  the 
zoological  gardens  containing 
9trange  animals  gathered  from 
both  hemisphere,  and  finally  the 
Baptist  mission  with  its  church, 
residence,  printing  office  and

Though  Mexico  is  a droughty 
country,  in  any  of  the  cities  you 
may  find  bath  houses  and  in 
many,  the  hot  water  supply 
co  nes  from  boiling  springs  simi- 
lar to  those  at  Hot  Springs,  Ar- 
kansas.
